DUCATS 


Doubtless  the  best  known  of  all  gold 
co;ins.  Believed  to  have  been  first  issued 
by  Roger  TI,  King  of  Sicilv  about  1150 
The  coin  bore  the  figure  of  Christ  and  the 
jest  word  of  the  Latin  inscrintion  was 
dueatus  from  which  the  coin  took  its 
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name.  The  last  country  to  use  the  de¬ 
nomination  was  Austria.  Practically  all  of 
the  countries  of  Europe  issued  them  for 
centuries.  The  divisions  are  as  low  as 
l/32nd  and  the  multiples  as  high  as  100 
Ducats.  Also  occurs  in  square  and  hexi- 
gonal  shapes.  The  Italian  Zecchino  corre¬ 
sponds  in  size  to  the  Ducat.  I  have  patrons 
who  have  for  many  years  only  collected 
the  many  types  of  this  coin  and  now  have 
hundreds  of  them.
